NEW YORK—Wrestling with 
problems of finance, land-hungry 
Jewish farmers’ sons and inexper- 
ienced German refugees, the Jew- 
ish Agricultura] Society made sub-| 
stantial progress in 1937 in aiding | 
the 100,000 Jews living on farms | 
. throughout the United States, its 
88th annual report indicates. 

The Society, whose general man- 
ager is Dr. Gabriel Davidson, con- | 
tinued its work of settling Jews on | 
farms, providing advise and infor- 
mation, seeking farm employment 
for young Jews, and conducting the 
wide variety of activities that have 
made it a significant force in the 
Jewish back-to-the land movement. 

An increasingly serious problem 
was provided by the second gener- 
ation of Jewish young men raised 
On farms. Anxious to strike out 
for themselves wishing in some 
cases to marry, they find insufficient 
promise in the paternal homestead, 
and they are perplexed because 
they have no training for the city, 
and yet can see only remote possi- 
bilities of rising to independent 
farm operation. 

“With more of them reaching 
maturity, this problem will assume 
larger dimensions,” Dr. Davidson 
warned in his report. “Much splen- 
did material has already been lost. 
Farmers who come up from the 
ranks add strength and vitality to 
the Jewish farm movement.” 

Seeking to aid German refugees 
—which problem also “promises to 

i increasing attention”—the 
Society provided information to ill 
of them in its office, corresponded 
with numbers in Europe and suc- 
ceeded in establishing eleven fami- 
lies on farms. 

“They are confused and troub- 
led,” Dr. Davidson reported. “Hav- 
ing been wrenched from their 
moorings, they look for a way by 
which they can make the small 
remnants of their salvaged fort- 
unes bring them the greatest mea- 
sure of comfort with reasonable se-

tion of the last two years is, as 
predicted, beginning to bear fruit.”

Indianapolis has one of the finest 
group of culturally-minded Jews in 
the nation. 

These were the words of Dr. Ab- 
raham L. Sachar, national head of 
the Hillel Foundations, voieed last 
week before his third talk of the 
ear to a Kirshbaum audience, 

A visitor and speaker to prac- 
tically every Jewish city and aud- 
jence in the nation, Dr. Sachar was 
unhesitating in his praise of the 
Indianapolis Jewish community. 
“Not only can Indanapolis boast 
of a very fine. group of Jewish 
leaders,” Dr. Sachar emphasized, 
“but at the same time these men 
are actively engaged in furthering 
Jewish projects, and giving of their 
time and energy and knowledge to 
the community.” 

Won’t Discuss Names, 

Because of his position as a lead- 
ed of national importance, Dr. 
Sachar refrained from singling out 
any specific names in the city, but 
his enthusiasm and admiration for 
a few of the important individuals 
could not be concealed. 

Turning to the subject of the 
Hillel Foundation which will be set 
up at Bloomington this fall, Dr. 
Sachar declared that Indiana U. 
should have had a Hillel years ago. 
“It was only a question of finan- 
ces”, Dr. Sachar declared, “and the 
fact that the problem was more 


_ pressing in other schools where 


Jewish students were more num- 
erous.”” 
To Open This Fall. 

As for the actual work before 
the Foundation will open in Sep- 
tember, Dr. Sachar said a Hillel 
Committee for Indiana is being se- 
lected, that quarters will be leased 
on the campus and that a perman- 
ent director will be selected. He 
said that up till now no considera- 
tion had been given to the choice 
of the director, and that although 
he would definitely be a rabbi, 
whether he was Reform, Orthodox, 
or Conservative was of no signifi- 
cance. 

The Indiana Hillel, Dr. Sachar ex- 
plained, will also include the chap- 
ter at Purdue, and a definite Hillel

program will be carried out at the 
Lafayette school just as at Bloom- 
ington. “The head of the Hillel 
will spend at least a day a week 
at Lafayette arranging a regular 
Hillel schedule of activities, and 
working with a student Hillel com- 
mittee.” Dr. Sachar said he did 
not think that a permanent Hillel 
house would be opened at Purdue 
for the present.

Campaign To Bar Jews 


From Higher Learning 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

WARSAW—Encouraged by their 
success in forcing the authorities 
to introduce “ghetto benches” for 
Jewish students in Polish universi- 
ties, anti-Semitic students embark- 
ed on a campaign to bar Jews com- 
pletely from institutions of higher 
learning. 

Methods of the campaign will be 
the same as those employed in the 
drive for “ghetto benches,” namely, 
terroristic attacks against Jewish 
students to prevent them from at- 
tending lectures, thus presenting 
the authorities with another fait 
accompli, 

Such attacks have already been 
launched at the Technical College, 
where, following a violently anti- 
Semitic speech by a Fascist stud- 
ent, Jewish students were ejected 
from the lecture room of Prof. 
Zarankiewicz. The professor’s in- 
sistence that the Jews be brought 
back caused a demonstration by 
Nara (National Radical) students. 

Jewish students are also being 
attacked at the Wawelberg Eng- 
ineering College, founded fifty 
years ago by two Jewish philan- 
thropists, and the atmosphere there 
is tense. Anti-Jewish excesses oc- 
curred at Poznan University dur- 
ing a “Day Without Jews” org- 
anized by Nara students.

Rabbi Goldstein 
Hits ‘Censorship’ 
In Jersey City

JERSEY CITY—“No Catholic, 
Jew or Protestant should allow 
himself to be intimidated in this or 
any other country,” Rabbi Sidney 
Goldstein of the Free Synagogue, 
the nation’s largest Jewish congre- 
gation of which Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise is spiritual head, declared at 
a meeting here this week of the 
Men’s Club of Temple-Emanu-El. 

During a previous talk here, at 
Temple Beth-El, the New York 
rabbi criticized conditions in Jer- 
sey City and, as a result, was cen- 
sured by Dr. Berthold S. Polak, 
medical director of the Tubercu- 
losis Hospital at Laurel Hill and 
president of the Congregation of 
Beth-El. 

In reference to this criticism 
from Dr. Pollak, Rabbi Goldstein 
told the Men’s Club meeting, “The 
president (Dr. Pollak) has unwit- 
tingly challenged the right of a 
rabbi to speak the truth as he sees 
it.” 

Asserting “there is danger of 
dictation on the left and there is 
danger of dictation on the right,” 
he declared: “Civil liberties is a na- 
tional subject and comes under the 
province of the pulpit.” 

During his address, Rabbi Gold- 
stein also said “the clergy should 
sever all relations which they can- 
not morally approve.” 

He added: “I do not say that 
there ig any minister in Jersey 
City in such a position, but as 
long as a man ig the servant of 
any group he cannot speak against 
that group.” 


‘Good-Will Trio’ 
At Teachers’ College 


BOSTON—A priest, a rabbi and 
a minister, speaking on “The Fu- 
ture for Inter-Group Relations in 
America,” will deliver the annual 
Todd Lectures before the ten Mass- 
achusetts State Teachers Colleges, 
it was announced by the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Education. 
This will mark the first time that 
a “good-will trio” will have spoken 
before students of state normal 
schools under official state aus- 
pices.

the point of not knowing what to do with himself. 


And this is 


the situation faced by the Jewish Joint Distribution Committee, 
the Southwestern Conference of which meets in Dallas shortly. 


Jewish generosity of this country and elsewhere has welled up to 
the cry from Central Europe and, since the beginning of this 


committee’s efforts in 1914, has amounted to millions. us 
In the case of Germany the senselessness oi the anti-Semitic 
campaign is apparent from the fact that the total Jewish popula- 


tion of the country is less than half a million.

Jews were brought to the United States and distributed ratably 
among the states according to the present population of the latter, 
the share of Texas would be but 25,000 souls. |Only a want of 
decency and of civilization can make such a problem insoluble 





“No Prosperity For Us’’, 


Governor Horner Says 
Special 

CHICAGO—More than a thous- 
and members and guests of the 
Community Council last week 
heard Gov. Henry Horner express 
the doubt that “there will ever 
again be any peace or prosperity 
within our own lifetime”. 

Gov. Horner also warned Ameri- 
can Jews against “an altogether 
false sense of security”, pointing 
out that only a few years ago no 
one could forsee the disastrous 
train of events in Europe: 

“We did not realize the devas- 
tating effects that a great World 
War might have upon all the na- 
tions that participated, and even 
upon some that did not partici- 
pate” he said. “We could not fore- 
see that the barbarism of war it- 
self might bring forth in men, in 
various parts of the world, new 
barbarism. We did not know that 
republic Germany might become, 
for Jews, a literal hell under the 
Nazis. We could not foretell the 
long economic and social struggle 
that was to ensue for Jews in a 
Poland Reborn. 

“These things we could not fore- 
see, and these things did not enter 
into our calculations at all 
We thought that we dwelt upon a 
high plateau, along the road of hu- 





man civilization. Through the

sooms with tubs and showers. 
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centuries we had struggled up into 
the sunlight on that plateau, and 
we felt that we could look down 
the road to the Middle Ages and 
to other ages in which there had 
been savage treatment of Jews, and 
that all that was behind us.

Had it not happened to a per- 
sonal friend of mine, I would not 
be so wrought up.

It was with one of the large At- 
lantic steamship lines. I would 
tell you which one, libel or no libel, 
were it not that the B’nai B'rith 
prefers to go about its Anti-Defa- 
mation work in a quiet way, and 
discourages what it calls inflama- 
tory news stories. But this——— 
————— steamship line, deserves 
every word of profanity ever in- 
vented. 

_ Another young Jewish fellow de- 
cided to make the cruise too. And 
he planned to go on the same liner, 
_ one of the newest and most luxur- 

‘ious on the high seas. Through 
‘some channel he heard that a clau- 
sus was being enforced on Jews 
for the trip and that only a certain 
number were being allowed to go, 
any over that quota being informed 
that all accommodations had al- 
ready been reserved. 

So a non-Jewish girl of a large 
travel agency was persuaded to 
write to the steamship line, sug- 
gesting that a client would like to 
make the cruise, but inquiring 
whether a great many Jews had al- 
ready engaged reservations. Her 
reply, in strictest confidence, said 
that Jews were being limited to 
10 per cent of the number of pas- 
sengers, 

Now coming from a city where 
the Jews have a great amount of 
respect for their Jewishness, my 
friend immediately cancelled his 
reservation. He finally made the 
cruise with another line. 

They may make Leor. Blum their 
premier, but they don’t care to 
have too many of his coreligionists 
on their boats.

ye association of famous Jewish families of 
America with Jewish life is gradually de- 
veloping into a tradition much along lines of the 
connection of the Adams Family, the Cabot Fam- 
ily or the Roosevelt Family with the United 
States government. 

Most noted of these families is the Warburg 
or Schiff family, depending upon whether Jacob 
H. Schiff or the late Felix M. Warburg is con- 
sidered titular head. In any event, the sons of 
Felix M., who himself was the son-in-law of Mr. 
Schiff, are rapidly taking over positions of lead- 
ership in American Jewish affairs. In this re- 
spect the work of George Backer, a son-in-law of 
Mr. Warburg, must not be overlooked. 

Second family in the same category is that of 
the famous Louis Marshall, who ruled uncon- 
tested over national Jewish affairs during the 
first two decades of the twentieth century. And 
now his son, James Marshall, is beginning to 
break into the Jewish news on his own right. 


Mr. Marshall, who is vice-president of the New 
York Board of Education, several weeks ago ad- 
dressed the meeting of Jewish Welfare Funds in 
Cincinnati on the subject of Jewish youth. His 
most recent reward comes through the presenta- 
tion to him of the civic medal for “unselfish ser- 
vice to the City of New York”. 

Establishment of a tradition which automatic- 
ally expects the children of an illustrious father 
to follow in his footsteps is a fine insurance and 
indication for the well-being of Jewish life in 
the United States in the years to come. When 
a young man of promise of a family of promise 
is lost to Jewish life, in most cases example has 
proven, he is lost as 2 communal worker to civic 
life in America a a whole. 

It is possible for a man to be great in one 
respect and mediocre in another, but great Jew- 
ish men are usually the most socially-minded, the 
most eager to serve their nation, and the most 
able to serve humanity.

Comments On Current Topics 


Eddie Cantor Talks By Telephone From New 
We who are helping our European brethren are 
conferring a favor on ourselves, declared Mr. 
Cantor. We are enriching our own souls which 
is just as important as bringing aid to frail 
bodies. Our entire interest is concentrated on 
others. We are thinking of our fellow-Jews, mil- 
lions of them, men, women and children, who 
are living in other parts of the word. Did I say 
living? I really mean existing for how can yeo- 
ple who are hated and persecuted, who are with- 
out happiness, be regarded as living beings? 

The disease of anti-Semitism is as infectious 
as smallpox. Whether or not we shall be able 
to convince the persecutors of our people of their 
viciousness and barbarism I do not know. But of 
this I am certain, that if we as Jews cling to our 
faith and practice charity, leading honorable lives, 
helping our fellowmen, whoever they may be, 
irrespective of race, color or creed, we will again 
triumph over our enemies as Moses did in times 
gone by. 

Our answer to despots cannot be made with 
physical force. We are not a military people 
and we cannot answer our enemy with guns, even 
if we would. We have only one answer and that 
is our self-respect, our love of God and of man. 
With such an attitude we shall survive, as we 
have in the past, long after our persecutors have 
been forgotten.

The American Jewish Congress Bulletin At- 
tacks “Juvenile” Colonization Scheme.—Every 
now and then a new Jewish group or even individ- 
ual makes his appearance as the redeemer of no 
less than millions of our suffering brethren. 
These schemes of redemption are always tied to 
a new spot on the globe “discovered” by the re- 
spective individual or group. A year ago it was 
Cuba, rediscovered by a Jewish Congressman from 
New York. This time it. is lower California, 
promulgated as a future “Jewish State” by the 
monthly “Jewish Forum”, 

The recipe for turning this Mexican territory 
into a Jewish State is contained in a petition 
printed by the monthly, to which all Jews are 
sked to please attach their signatures. This 
tition, for reasons probably of a patriotic and 
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diplomatic nature, is to be addressed not to the 
Mexican President and Government who have 
jurisdiction over that territory, but to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Had the “Jewish Forum” really thought of 
its plan as meritorious and offering some solu- 
tion for the migration needs of Eastern European 
Jewish masses, the monthly, upon making the 
discovery, would at least consult some responsi- 
ble Jewish organization and have the political, 
agricultural and all othér possibilities of its plan 
studied before it ventured to make it public. As 
it is, the whole scheme has all the earmarks of 
a publicity stunt of a private publication, and it 
is about time Jewish disasters ceased to serve 
as a source of publicity schemes for private 
groups or individuals.
